Gang arrested after spate of New Malden robberies 


Police have swooped on a gang of 
robbers in New Malden after a 
spate of crimes saw the robbery 
rate triple in the town centre be¬ 
tween July and August. 

The string of offences around Blag- 
don Road turned the centre of New 
Malden into a robbery hotspot, with 
more crimes per head of population 
than in traditionally troublesome 
areas such as central Brixton or 
Streatham High Street. 

Only two similar offences happened

in the centre of Kingston at the 
height of the spree compared with 10 
in New Malden centre - which was 
subsequently highlighted in red on 
the Met Police’s new online crime 
map as a “high” crime rate zone. 

Although arrests have been made in 
relation to the case, Kingston police 
would not say whether anyone had 
been charged over the crimes. 


Kingston police Detective Inspector 
Jez Clarke said: “Kingston police 
have linked a series of robberies in 
the Blagdon Park area during July 
and August. 

“Arrests have been made in relation 
to these incidents, which has prevent¬ 
ed further offences occurring in this 
area. 

“Suspects linked to the offences in 
Blagdon Park were identified as a re¬ 
sult of proactive tasking of police 
resources. 


“Kingston police treat all such alle¬ 
gations of crime equally across the 
borough.” 

DI Clarke would not say whether 
New Malden was seen as “easy pick¬ 
ings” for opportunistic criminals, 
given the greater visible police pres¬ 
ence in the centre of Kingston.

Trial for dead man

After frantic calls to his last 
known solicitors, the court 
was unable to gather suffi¬ 
cient proof that Karimi had 
died and the case was put 
back again until October 16.

London’s Olympic legacy 
may sink before it swims 


More than half the people in 
Kingston have to travel at 
least a mile to swim in a pub¬ 
lic pool, making the borough 
the eighth worst in London 
for access to a pool, accord¬ 
ing to a new report. 

In the borough, 57 per cent 
of residents live more than a 
mile away from a pool and by 
2012 the proportion will have 
increased, the report by the 
London Assembly’s econom¬ 
ic development, culture, 
sport and tourism committee 
says.

He said the biggest 
problem for swimmers in the 
borough was a lack of Gov¬ 
ernment funding for sub¬ 
sidised sessions. 

“The real thing is the Gov¬ 
ernment says swimming is a 


priority and tells us they are 
putting money in,” he said. 
“They have offered us £35,000 
for over-60s swimming and 
we estimate it will cost 
£70,000. They offered us 
£82,000 for under-16s swim¬ 
ming and my understanding 
is [the cost] was something 
like £180,000. 

“The money for capital in¬ 
vestment was £35,000, which 
won’t pay a refurb let alone 
build a pool.” 

The report also found there 
were only diving facilities 
available in nine of the 33 
boroughs, with 11 in total. 
The nearest diving pool to 
Kingston is Morden Park. 


Colin Brown, director of 
London Swimming, said: 
“Public swimming pools are 
the backbone for provision in 
London. This report clearly 
shows that although London 
has a high number of pools, 
we have some significant 
gaps and accessibility for 
more than a third of the pop¬ 
ulation is poor.” 

Kingston’s two pools are 
the Kingfisher Leisure Cen¬ 
tre, in Fairfield Road, and the 
Malden Centre, in Blagdon 
Road, New Malden.

Keeping it in the family 


Your mother is an illustra¬ 
tor - does art run in the fam¬ 
ily? 

My mum is the absolute star 
of the profession. She is 82 and 
still working. I grew up around 
art so I think it was one of 
those unconscious choices. 

I always wanted to be an 
artist and trained in fine art 
but when I left art school I 
started illustrating, first in 
newspapers and magazines 
and then for children’s books. 

Why did you make the 
switch to children’s illustra¬ 
tion? 

I’ve been doing it for 18 years 
and when I had a family and 


started reading books to my 
children I thought it would be 
the most fun area to work in. 

Being able to write and illus¬ 
trate the books myself is great. 
It’s like being the director, writ¬ 
er and star of a film at the same 
time and allows you to be in 
control of the whole process. 

Where do you find your in¬ 
spiration? 

My stories are rooted in the 
real-life experiences of chil¬ 
dren such as starting school or 
being separated from a beloved 
toy - the everyday dramas of 
childhood. 

Now there is also more magic 
and fantasy creeping into the 


stories as well but I hope they 
are still relevant to children. 

Tell me about your new 
book? 

I’ve got two books coming out 
this month. 

Lucky Wish Mouse White 
Christmas is the first in a se¬ 
ries about a little mouse who 
looks after 10 tiny mice. 

The other is The Bear with 
Sticky Paws Goes to School, 
which is about a first day. 

Is writing a children’s book 
as time-consuming as an 
adult book? 

Definitely. Because there are 
so few words you have to make 


each one count. I take a long 
time to write a text, even a few 
pages of A4 can take weeks and 
weeks to write. 

What is your favourite book 
as a reader? 

My mum’s books have always 
been my favourite. She wrote 
Dogger and to me, that is just 
the most perfect children’s 
book and it can’t be bettered.

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King trained Kazakh 
army ‘as a terrorist’

Not many people can say they have 
pretended to be a terrorist to help 
train the national army of Kaza¬ 
khstan, but that is exactly what Sur¬ 
biton soldier Tony King did last 
month. 

The fusilier (Fus) joined com¬ 
rades from the 4th Battalion, Mer¬ 
cian Regiment on the arid steppes 
of central Asia delivering a two- 
week training package, codenamed 
Exercise Steppe Eagle, to member 
of the Kazakh Airmobile Forces. 

Working alongside American 
counterparts from the Arizona Na¬ 
tional Guard, Fus King spent a 
week leading practical lessons on 
setting up vehicle checkpoints, riot 
control, base security and how to 
deal with mines and improvised ex¬ 
plosives - with his language skills 
proving a big help. 

He said: “I speak fluent Russian 
and that has been particularly use¬ 
ful on this trip because I’ve been 
able to chat with the Kazakh sol¬ 
diers on a one-to-one basis without 
the use of an interpreter. 

“Generally speaking, the Kazakh 


forces seem to have a strong nation¬ 
alist streak and are keen to learn. 

“They hold the British forces in 
very high esteem and are eager to 
take away as much as they can from 
this exercise. It’s been an interest¬ 
ing trip to be a part of.” 

Fus King, a self-employed soft¬ 
ware designer in civilian life, found 
his Russian-speaking skills espe¬ 
cially useful in his role as signaller, 
providing the communications be¬ 


tween commanders and troops on 
the ground. 

Colonel Daulet Ospanov, deputy 
head of the Kazakh Airmobile 
Forces, said: “We welcome the op¬ 
portunity to work with the British 
and American forces. It is through 
this type of training that we can 
learn and share experience. 

“I believe that the British Army is 
one of the finest in the world and it 
is a privilege to work with them.”

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Packaging problem: 
too big for product 



The offending box: Less than one per cent full

A stationery company has been 
sent packing after it sent a large 
cardboard box to Kingston’s Guild¬ 
hall with only a small roll of labels 
inside. 

Environmentally-conscious 
Kingston Council complained 
after calculating the box was less 
than one per cent full. 

Viking Direct, based in Leicester, 
admitted the error of its ways and 
accepted a caution under environ¬ 
mental laws. 

Councillor Rob Lee said: “They 
delivered this box in this way 
when we are working to reduce ex¬ 
cess packaging. It is absolutely 
bonkers.” 

It is not the first time the compa¬ 
ny has wasted packaging by deliv¬ 
ering nearly empty boxes. 
Northamptonshire Council has 
also registered a complaint with 
trading standards after receiving a 
box that was 500 times the size of 
the items inside. 

Ted Forsyth of Kingston Trading 
Standards said: “This is serious 
because we are talking about pack¬ 
aging. When you have a delivery 
van full of empty boxes you have 
more vans using more energy. 

“It is something everyone else 
needs to take notice of.” 

Viking Direct general manager 
Richard Carvell said that the com¬ 
pany's box fill is on average “well 
over 80 per cent” with many car¬ 
tons dispatched without outer 


packaging. 

He said: “We take our obligations 
under the Packaging Regulations 
2003 very seriously and we regret 


that, on this occasion, incorrect 
data for a single product led us to 
use an outer box that was out of 
proportion to the contents.”

Saved from 
cash freeze 


While councils across the 
country are reeling from heavy 
losses of taxpapers’ money 
invested in Icelandic banks, 
Kingston residents have much 
to thank the council for. 

Until just five months ago, 
the borough had £5m in the 
now failed Landsbanki. 

However, reading the finan¬ 
cial warning signals correctly, 
it was decided to adopt a more 
conservative investment strat¬ 
egy and the money was moved 
to safety. 

This more cautious strategy 
was hastened when the council 
feared it had lost the £2m it had 
invested in Northern Rock. 

Ian Millar, head of treasury 
services in charge of Kingston 
Council’s £110m cash fund, 
said: “That made us think 
about our investment strategy 
and made us more cautious. 

“We had £5m with them 
[Landsbanki] at one point but 
in a number of different parts. 

“The long-term effect is that 
everyone is going to be more 
cautious. 

“Our members will be more 
concerned that our investment 
strategy is risk averse so we 
will be over-cautious.” 

Kingston Council had five 
£lm year-long investments in 
Landsbanki at rates of about 
5.7 to 6 per cent invested in 
May 2007 and paid back in full

with interest in May of this 
year. Its swing to greater fiscal 
prudence, however, dates back 
as far as last November when 
the council correctly read the 
financial turmoil for which we 
may have been heading. 

The council’s two-strong 
treasury team manages the 
borough’s finances with advice 
from a firm called Butlers and 
keeps up to date with the 
markets using the Reuters 
news agency 

But the investment decision 
strategy has to be approved be¬ 
fore the beginning of the fi¬ 
nancial year by executive 
council members led by Coun¬ 
cillor Derek Osbourne.

“Some females may find it intimi¬ 
dating to join such a male-dominat¬ 
ed industry, but from my 
experience I found all my male col¬ 
leagues friendly and approach¬ 
able,” she said.

No charges will be brought against 
four men arrested in June over an 
incident where two men were kid¬ 
napped from Southwark, driven to 
Kingston and tortured. 

Residents of Minerva Road, a 
quiet suburban street in Kingston 
opposite Fairfield Recreation 
Ground, told how they saw two 
hooded men dragging two other 
males into a house on June 3. 

Eye-witnesses at the time de¬ 
scribed how when the kidnappers 
left the property the two victims 
smashed windows to escape before 
their captors returned. 

After frantic calls to police from 
residents, officers successfully res¬ 
cued the two hostages and sealed 
off the street while a fingertip 
search of the area was carried out. 

It has also emerged that the of-

fence was deemed so serious that 
officers using Tasers were de¬ 
ployed. 

After a Freedom of Information 
request by this newspaper, we un¬ 
covered a Taser was used twice 
during the incident, including on a 
suspect who was incapacitated 
after a confrontation in Villiers 
Road. 

Despite one of the victims being 
pistol-whipped and officers recov¬ 
ering a revolver and baseball bat 
from the scene, a Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice spokeswoman confirmed no 
charges will be brought against 
four men aged 19,21,21 and 29. 

A resident of Minerva Road, who 
did not want to be named, was ap¬ 


palled at the decision. 

He said: “We were all inter¬ 
viewed, the road was sealed off to 
preserve the evidence and the men 
were arrested near the scene so I 
can’t believe that the police don’t 
have enough information. 

“I’ve lost all faith in the police. 
This was not a petty crime. We’re 
talking about kidnap, torture and 
guns.” 

The Met and Crown Prosecution 
Service (CPS) were unable to con¬ 
firm why no action will be taken. 

The CPS stated there may have 
been insufficient evidence or no 
public interest in pursuing the case 
but was unable to comment on this 
specific incident.

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New NHS walk-in clinic for 
Chessington could be reality 


Chessington and Hook patients could 
have a new NHS walk-in clinic open 
from 8am to 8pm every day of the year. 

Kingston Primary Care Trust is invit¬ 
ing healthcare providers, GPs, social 
enterprises and companies to bid for a 
five-year contract. Whoever wins will 
start with no patients and have to pro¬ 
vide their own building. 

The clinic would provide normal GP 
services as well as cervical screening, 
child health surveillance, minor 
surgery and maternity medical ser¬ 
vices. 

It would also have a small casualty 
unit providing minor surgery to stop 
less seriously injured patients needing 
to drive across town to Kingston A&E. 

Chessington North and Hook Council¬ 
lor Mary Reid said: “In principle it 
seems like a good idea. If people in this 


area have minor injuries they have to 
go to Kingston hospital which is not 
easy. 

“After Norbiton, this is one of the 
parts of Kingston with some of the 
highest level of need. 

“There are lots of decisions going on 
about who is going to do it and what 
will happen. It is such an early stage 
nobody can say anything more.” 

NHS chiefs want to avoid harming the 
five existing GP practices, but said: “for 
the avoidance of doubt, patients will 
have the freedom to move from their ex¬ 
isting general practice.” 

Ministers announced earlier this year 
new investment of £250m to support 
PCTs in establishing at least 100 new 
practices in the 25 percent of areas 
with the poorest provision with at least 
one walk-in centre in each borough.

Treasured vistas’ will be all but lost with proposed development 


The title of Sir John Dunt’s re¬ 
cently published letter “Jolly 
Boatman plans will open up 
views” is in itself laughable. 

The Gladedale planning appli¬ 
cations intend to comprehen¬ 
sively develop the Hampton 
Court station/Jolly Boatman 
sites. Contrary to Sir John 
Dunt’s opinion, if planning per¬ 
mission is granted, this devel¬ 
opment will obliterate forever 
the prized views and open as¬ 
pects to and from Hampton 
Court Palace, the river bridge 
and historic station. 

It is easy for Sir John to com¬ 
ment on these proposals from 
the luxury of Richmond Hill, 
maintaining his opinion that 


we will all benefit. In fact, it will 
be the residents of Molesey and 
Hampton, and not those of 
Richmond, who will suffer the 
impact of this huge develop¬ 
ment on traffic and trade. Even 
Vince Cable MP has spoken in¬ 
sistently of the need for a public 
inquiry to decide the site’s fu¬ 
ture, viewing the project as he 
does, from his Twickenham 
constituency 

Interesting, too, that Sir John 
claims that HCRC has “hood¬ 
winked” its supporters. The 
HCRC argues that while the de¬ 
signs have been altered and res¬ 
idential units substituted for 
care home accommodation, 
there has been no reduction 


whatsoever to the overall mass, 
density and height of the pro¬ 
jected buildings - the huge size 
of the development remaining 
unchanged. 

From those first proposals in 
2006 to the present application, 
supporters have seen the trans¬ 
parency of these revisions and 
kindly continue (via the website 
hamptoncourtrescuecam- 
paign.com) to give their en¬ 
dorsement to HCRC’s sustained 
objectives: 

□ The renovation and im¬ 
provement of the railway sta¬ 
tion 

□ To landscape the Jolly Boat¬ 
man as open space and NO 
hotel. 


□ Public inquiry to decide the 
outcome of these applications.

Theatrical heavyweight Peter 
Hall enjoys a reputation as a 
hard task-master but, when it 
comes to his beloved Shake¬ 
speare, even that gets turned up 
a notch. 

Revealing all is Dan Freden¬ 
burgh, slipping into the role of 
King Ferdinand in Hall’s up¬ 
coming production of Love’s 
Labour’s Lost. 

And, despite having worked 
with the visionary director 
recently at the Rose on Portrait 
of a Lady, Fredenburgh admits 
rehearsals have taken him by 
surprise. 

“I can honestly say I have 
never worked so hard on a job 
in my life,” he says. 

“Peter is incredibly precise in 
what he wants - there is no 
fudging it. 

“He picks you up on every lit¬ 
tle thing. 

“Working with him on Shake¬ 
speare is worlds apart from 
anything else. 

“But the reason we all took 
this job was for the opportu¬ 
nity to work on Shake¬ 
speare with Peter Hall. He 
is truly inspiring.” 

The Islington-based actor 
has dabbled in Shakespeare 
before with a brief stint with 
the Royal Shakespeare 
Company. And he reveals that 
taking on the comedy is a 


tough proposition. 

He says: “Love’s Labour’s Lost 
is regarded as one of the hard¬ 
est Shakespeare plays to do - to 
do well, anyway. 

“There is an awful lot going 
on - a lot for a brain like mine 
to take in anyhow!” 

Fredenburgh can be forgiven 
for any slight lapses in concen¬ 
tration, though, as the 40-year- 
old also has the small matter of 
a movie that he wrote and 
starred in about to debut at the 
London Film Festival. 

The project, Broken Lines, 
saw Dan team up with close 
friend Paul Bettany for the tale 
of London families brought to¬ 
gether by tragedy. 

He reveals: “I have been writ¬ 
ing the film for the past five 
years. 

“I have known Paul for a long 
time - since we did a founda¬ 
tion course together many 


years ago. 

“There was a role in it that I 
thought he would be really good 
for and he was happy to do it. 

“We were the only British 
film to show at the Venice Film 
Festival recently and it was 
well received but it will be 
great to get a proper release.” 

In fact, the medium of film is 
obviously one Fredenburgh is 
comfortable in, with 
appearances in the likes of 
Love Actually and The Bourne 
Ultimatum, along with a raft of 
television appearances to his 
name. 

And, as Fredenburgh is quick 
to point out, anything would 
beat his tentative first steps 
into the world of employment. 

He confesses: “Originally I 
was doing a crappy job as a bi¬ 
cycle courier in London. 

“I realised that, unless I want¬ 
ed to be stuck in a horrible job 
like that, I needed to do some¬ 
thing creative. 

“My cousin ran a theatre com¬ 
pany, there was an opening - 
and the rest is history.”

NEW ROAD CAR TEST : FORD FIESTA 1.6 TDCI 


Economy class 


The 1.6 TDCi engine 
is asked to fulfil 
divergent roles in the 
latest Ford Fiesta but 
is it up the challenge? 
Steve Walker reports 

The key strength of the 1.6-litre 
TDCi diesel engine in Ford’s Fiesta 
is its fuel economy with 67mpg possi¬ 
ble in the standard car and 76mpg in 
the ECOnetic version. The rest of 
the Fiesta package is outstanding 
with an involving driving experi¬ 
ence and striking looks. 

No other model classification 
pitches itself more directly into the 
car market’s mainstream and in 
order to succeed, a wide range of en¬ 
gines and trim levels is an absolute 
must. Ford’s Fiesta fits the bill with 


a diverse line-up of trim levels. 
What’s unusual is that the 1.6-litre 
TDCi diesel engine is offered with all 
of them. 

This diesel engine looks to have its 
work cut out. Successfully providing 
the power while also doing the busi¬ 
ness in its sportiest and most luxuri¬ 
ous guises seems an impossible 
mission but Ford’s engineers obvi¬ 
ously think it’s up to the task. 

We’re concentrating on Ford’s 1.6- 
litre TDCi Duratorq common-rail 
diesel engine here. It develops 89bhp 
at 4,000rpm and 204Nm maximum 
torque at l,750rpm. Performance 
isn’t blistering with 11.9 seconds 
needed to cover the 0-62mph sprint 
and the car topping out at 109mph. 
What you do get is relatively strong 
mid-range pulling power where the 
engine’s torque is on song. 

The latest Fiesta is such a slick 
piece of engineering that it masks 
the deficiency in pace with poise and 
fluency on the road. The suspension 
absorbs bumps expertly and the 


firmer set-up in the Zetec-S model 
makes for a really lively drive. 

All Fiestas share Ford’s ‘Kinetic’ 
design. Themes as seen on the Mon- 
deo, S-MAX, Focus and others are 
put to work again but the signature 
features seem to gain cohesion in 
closer proximity on a smaller car. 
The sporty Zetec-S tags on a substan¬ 
tial rear spoiler, a body kit and 16” 
alloy wheels while the Titanium 
adds chrome detailing for the exteri¬ 
or and some classier trim materials 
inside. The economical ECOnetic 
has its own look with lowered sus¬ 
pension and aerodynamic tweaks. 


The wedge-effect of the Fiesta in 
profile doesn’t bode well for the rear 
seat passengers in the three-door car 
but the Fiesta surprises with decent 
legroom and headroom that’s man¬ 
ageable even for a six-footer. 

The five door models fair better 
with a bigger glass area creating a 
roomier feel. 

The 89bhp 1.6 TDCi Fiestas present 
a wide array of choice, the engine 
being offered in economical ECOnet¬ 
ic guise as well as with Zetec, Zetec-S 
or plush Titanium trim. The Zetec-S 
models miss out on the heated wind¬ 
screen but add bigger alloys, sports 


suspension and a more aggressive body 
kit. Pick a Titanium and there’s a gen¬ 
erally more luxurious feel with climate 
control, cruise control, automatic head¬ 
lamps and automatic wipers while the 
ECOnetic simply concentrates on max¬ 
imising fuel economy and wider costs 
through a number of clever modifica¬ 
tions.

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Citroen C4 Picasso - family perspective 


Full of French flair 

What’s the best mini-MPV you 
can buy? We think it’s this one, 
Citroen’s C4 Picasso. Jonathan 
Crouch and family have been 
putting it to the test 


Great design is all very well but it’s 
not much use if the clever ideas 
don’t translate into day-to-day dura¬ 
bility When Citroen’s C4 Picasso was 
launched in five-seat and ‘Grand’ 
seven-seat forms, rivals had to admit 
that it was very clever. Opinion was 
divided however on whether the car 
would stand up to rigorous family 
day-in day-out use. 

Determined to prove the doubters 
wrong, Citroen offered us one to be 
put under the microscope by my 
family. I should introduce them at 
this point: my wife, Katie, has to 
cope with Caris (9), Ellie (6) and baby 
Amy (2). On arrival, the setback 
trays will have been pulled out of 
their sockets, muddy boots will have 
decorated the carpets and a frosting 
of crunched-out crisps will have 
been frosted around the rear passen¬ 
ger compartment. The joys of 
parenthood. 

Of course, this is exactly the kind 
of use Citroen’s designers had in 
mind when they designed the C4 
Picasso. It only offered five seats, 
which in today’s compact people 


carrying market would be seen as 
something of a limiting factor. These 
days, it’s not good enough just to 
launch one mini-MPV: you have to 
launch two. Hence cars like 
Renault’s Scenic and Grand Scenic 
and, in this case, the Citroen C4 
Picasso, the five-seater stablemate to 
the Grand C4 Picasso. 

We opted for the five-seat version 
on the basis that Citroen expect to 
sell rather more of them here in the 
UK - though apparently, there’s not 
much in it. Had I had a free choice, 
I’d have paid the small increment 
extra to have the extra seats. 

With a choice of a 127bhp 1.8-litre 
or 143bhp 2.0-litre petrol engines or 
llObhp 1.6 or 138bhp 2.0-litre HDi 
diesel units, C4 Picasso drivers won’t 
be wanting for decent powerplants. 

We went for the 2.0-litre diesel, but 
the llObhp 1.6-litre diesel would have 
been just as acceptable. Either way, 
you really want a diesel if you’re 
going for a car of this kind: I can’t 
really find any argument for buying 
a petrol unit aside from the premium 
being charged up front for the diesel 


option. Whether you can justify this 
comes down to a simple issue of 
mileage. If you’re simply using the 
car to go to the shops and back, then 
petrol is probably your best bet. Oth¬ 
erwise, opt for the HDi every time. 

My wife isn’t usually intrigued by 
family cars but she was interested by 
this one. Like most people, her initial 
attention was drawn to the clever 
wide-angle panoramic windscreen 
that rises up and over the front seat 
occupants, doubling vertical visibili¬ 
ty in the front to 70 degrees com¬ 
pared to 35 degrees in a standard 
MPV. This might sound a little 
pointless but it actually makes a 
surprising amount of difference to 
the ambience inside the cabin. 

By slimming down the windscreen 
pillars, the effect of airiness and 
front visibility is increased still 
further. It’s not just a styling effect 
either, the added field of view 
making it easier to spot motorbikes, 
cycles and pedestrians coming while 
preventing the usual craned neck 


when negotiating small round¬ 
abouts. Katie was also interested by 
the Picasso’s steering wheel, which 
features the same clever arrange¬ 
ment where the wheel turns around 
a fixed centre hub on which are 
mounted all the main controls. Why 
has no one thought of such a simple, 
eye-catching and clever idea before, 
she wanted to know? 

Citroens have always specialised in 
clever ideas of this type - but they 
haven’t always been as impressive 
when it comes to the longevity of fit 
and finish. To date, the C4 Picasso is 
proving impressive in this respect. 
There are no major squeaks and 
rattle, plus, despite the children’s 
best efforts, nothing has been prised 
away from its mountings. 

The driving experience is, as was 
its predecessor, geared towards com¬ 
fort and safety rather than outright 
handling prowess. But then if you’re 
buying a car of this kind, on-the- 
limit handling is not likely to be high 
on your list of ultimate priorities.

I’m not sure if someone at Citroen 
has been getting a backhander from 
a glass manufacturer because the C4 
Picasso also features the biggest sun¬ 
roof in its class, the extensive side 
windows too help edge it towards 
having the largest glazed area of any 
mini MPV All of this glass means 
that the vehicle needs a seriously 
punchy air-conditioning system to 
prevent it becoming a mobile propa¬ 
gator. The C4 Picasso utilises its 
available space very well. That wheel 
at each corner stance doesn’t just 
look good, it also maximises space 
for the all important passenger cell. 

The boot has a 500-litre capacity 
which is about par for the course for 
a five-seater vehicle. Fold the rear 
seats down and there’s a massive 
1.734 litres of available space. 

Automatic and sequential manual 
gearboxes are offered to free up 
floorspace and at prices around £500 
cheaper than the Grand C4 Picasso, 
it looks solid if not spectacular 
value.
